Medina County Extension Agent blender, do some comparative 
shopping, the agent advises. 


If you are shopping for a 
blender this Christmas, there 
are certain features to shop 
for, according to Mrs. Gaye 
Bippert, County Extension A- 
gent. 


The blender should have 
a low silhouette designed for 
stability, ease of handling 
and storage convenience. 
Some models have a mo­ 
mentary on-off switch for 
maximum control during 
quick chopping and blending 
processes. 


The appliances should 
have non-marring feet to 
protect the counter surface... 
The speed con.rots should he 
front mounted. The mix I w 
conia i ut should be heat, 
stain and odor resistant and 
should nave a pouring Up, 
handle for easy gripping and 
cup markings for qiick mea­ 
suring. The blades should 
be durable, rust-proof stain­ 
less steel. 
Blenders may be pur­ 
chased in decorator colors, 
clirome and white.
